As the nation’s attention turns to 
the economy and other domestic con- 
cerns, Democrats and Republicans 
are skirmishing over legislation deal- 
ing with home-grown issues like edu- 
cation, transportation, energy, crime 
and drugs. But unlike the Persian 
Gulf War, the outcome of these politi- 
cal battles is far less certain for Bush. 

Chief of Staff John Sununu last 
November told a group of conserva- 
tives he wouldn’t mind if Congress 
just went home — that there was 
nothing further in terms of domestic 
legislation that the administration re- 
ally wanted.

Changes in the Dress and Groom- 
ing Standards and Honor Code were 
approved by the BYU’s Board of 
Trustees on March 6 to make the code 
more principle-based and to give stu- 
dents more voice in the Honor Code, 
the vice president over Student Life 
said. 

The changes will 
mediately. 

“The one-page document is about 
one-third the length of the former 
code, but is essentially the same in 
terms of desired goals,” R.J. Snow 
said. 

The new Honor Code and Dress 
and Grooming Standards is a product 
of the 16-member Ad Hoc Honor 
Code Review Committee chaired by 
Snow. The committee includes four 
student representatives, faculty, offi- 
cials from Student Life and Janet 
Lee, who represented the alumni. 

Jason Hall, a 20-year-old sopho- 
more majoring in business manage- 
ment from Boise, Idaho, who is also a 
member of the Ad Hoc Committee, 
said the Ad Hoe Honor Code Review 
Committee did a lot of hard work to 
put together the Honor Code pro- 
posal and get it approved. They met 
about every two weeks and went over 
every word of the proposal very care- 
fully, he said. 

The proposal to change the new 
Honor Code originated in the Student 
Advisory Council, and the proposal to 
change specifically the dress and 
grooming standards originated with 
the Student Advisory Council Dress 
and Grooming Committee chaired by 
Kristen Smith, a 19-year-old sopho- 
more majoring in political science and

These changes in the code and stan- 
dards come after a five-month review 
of the honor code and dress and 
grooming standards by the Ad Hoc 
Committee. 

The new code has had student, staff 
and faculty input, Snow said. It has 
undergone review by many councils, 
including the deans’ council, the Stu- 
dent Advisory Council and subcom- 
mittee, the BY USA president’s coun- 
cil, faculty advisory council, the 
administrative advisory council, the 
Ad Hoc Honor Code Review Commit- 
tee and finally the Board of Trustees. 

A public meeting will be held 
Thursday at 3 p.m. in 375 ELWC to 
discuss the code and standards, Snow 
said, Members of the committees that 
worked on the review will be there to 
answer questions. 

Brett Blake, BYUSA president, 
said, “I think the highlight of the an- 
nouncement is that this is the end of a 
process which involved the faculty, 
students and the administration. It 
really showed that students have an 
opportunity to participate in the pol- 
icy of BYU.” 

Snow said the difference between 
the new and old code is that the old 
one is rule-based, and the new one is 
principle-based. 

The principles are there, but the 
specific rules are not included. 

“The new code is based on the the- 
ory that if we know the principles, we 
can govern ourselves,” Snow said.

Allied financial help lowers 
U.S. deficit to 1984 level

WASHINGTON — The U.S. trade 
deficit shrank to a six-year low of 
$99.3 billion in 1990 and economists 
say allied contributions for the Per- 
sian Gulf War should translate into an 
even more dramatic improvement 
this year. 

The Commerce Department said 
Tuesday the broadest measure of 
trade narrowed by 9.8 percent from a 
trade gap of $110 billion in 1989, as 
U.S. merchandise exports climbed to 
an all-time high and a record number 
of foreign tourists visited America. 

The current account is considered 
the most important trade statistic be- 
cause it measures not only trade in 
merchandise, but also investment 
flows between countries and earnings 
on tourism and other services. 

The 1990 deficit was the smallest 
since a $99.01 billion deficit in 1984 
and it marked the third consecutive 


year of improvement since hitting a 
record of $162.31 billion in 1987. 

The bulk of that improvement will 
come from the $53.5 billion in contri- 
butions pledged by American allies to 
defray the costs of the Persian Gulf 
War, much of which will be counted as 
a kind of reverse foreign aid and will 


directly reduce the current account j 


deficit.

Yugoslavian cabinet meets amid protests 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — The collective leadership of Yugoslavia met in 
emergency session Tuesday following an appeal by the defense minister to 
restore law and order in the Marxist republic of Serbia. 

For a fourth day, anti-Communist protests shook Serbia. About 10,000 
students demonstrated against the military crackdown Saturday that left two 
people dead and 120 injured. 

Students also demanded an end to the Communist censorship of the local 
press. 

The challenge to Serbia’s government has brought to a head the political and 
ethnic strife pulling apart this fractious nation of six republics and two 
provinces. Serbia is the most populous republic. 

The residents of Yugoslavia’s various republics are being tugged at by 
pro-Western forces advocating more freedom in northern Croatia and Slove- 
nia and by Communist authorities seeking to maintain their rule in Belgrade, 
the federal capital and seat of the powerful Serbian republic. 

Borisav Jovic, Serbian head of the collective presidency and nominal armed 
forces commander, said the latest unrest has left ‘security “endangered in 
several parts of the country” and executive power paralyzed. 

“In such circumstances and upon the demand by the federal defense minis- 
ter, I have called an urgent presidency session as the supreme commander of 
the armed forces, to be held immediately,” Jovic’s statement said. 


ACLU to file suit against abortion law 


SALT LAKE CITY — The American Civil Liberties Union said Tuesday it 
will file early in April a legal challenge to a strict new Utah abortion law on 
behalf of about 20 women, religious leaders and health professionals. 

Janet Benshoof, director of the ACLU’s Reproductive Freedom Project, 
said the lawsuit would include women from border communities in Idaho and 
Wyoming who might seek an abortion in Utah. She also condemned a provision 
that would enable prosecutors to file homicide charges against a woman who 
obtained an illegal abortion. “This law is so incomprehensible it can’t ever 
challenge Roe vs. Wade,” she said at anews conference. “It’s so vague that any 
judge will never even reach the privacy issue.” 

The New York-based Reproductive Freedom Project will assist the Utah 
ACLU in filing the lawsuit in U.S. District Court here. 

The state Legislature in January enacted a law banning abortions except 
when a woman’s health is gravely endangered, in the case of grave fetal 
deformity or in reported rape and incest cases within a 20-week limit. 


lraq uses napalm, retakes holy cities 


NICOSIA, Cyprus — Saddam Hussein’s troops blasted their way into the 
Shiite Muslim holy cities of Karbala and Najaf as they struggled to beat back a 
nationwide rebellion, Iraqi opposition leaders said Tuesday. 

Loyal troops also were reported to have used napalm to try to crush a 
rebellion in the southern Iraqi city of Basra. 

And Iraqi rebels were said to have slowed their advance on the northern oil 
city of Kirkuk, out of fear for the 5,000 civilians being held as human shields 
there. 

The reports, none of which could be confirmed, drew a picture of Saddam’s 
forces slowly regaining control over Iraq, portions of which have been plunged 
into rebellion and chaos since the end of the Gulf War. 

Rebel sources still claim control of many towns and cities in the north, but 
the inconsistency of their reports indicate that many areas are see-sawing 
between government and insurgent control. 

At ameeting of opposition leaders in Beruit, Lebanon, speakers agreed that 
the rebels will need better coordination to overcome Saddam’s battered, but 
still effective, war machine. 


Fire victim identified after 47 year wait 


HARTFORD, Conn. — A little girl known for 47 years only as “Little Miss 
1565” after she died in a circus fire that also killed 167 others has finally been 
identified, thanks to a tenacious arson investigator. 

The fire became known in circus lore as “The Day the Clowns Cried.” 

State authorities reserved judgment Tuesday on new evidence about the 
fire’s cause, promising only to look into Hartford Fire Lt. Rick Davey’s 
conclusion that the fire was arson. He said he found a confession, which was 
later recanted, by a teen-age circus hand. 

The original investigation concluded the fire that broke out in the big top of 
the Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey circus on July 6, 1944, was ignited by 
a cigarette. 

Little Miss 1565 was*named for her morgue number. She Was ite of seven 

- unidentified victims. Based on Davey’s evidence, the state medical examiner’s 
office amended a death certificate Friday, identifying her as Bléanor Cook, an 
8-year-old whose 6-year-old brother also died in the fire. The girl’s mother, 
who survived the fire, has requested Eleanor be reburied next to her brother.

The general said the number of 
Iraqi dead, estimated in the tens of 
thousands, would probably never be 
known. 

“Most of them are buried in mass 
graves in the desert,” Schwarzkopf 
said in remarks to reporters on the 
beach. 

The U.S. ambassador helped open 
the country’s first major port since 
Iraqi troops seized the emirate last 
Aug. 2. And thousands of Kuwaitis 
crowded a soccer stadium seeking 
permission to leave the country and 
the chaos brought on by the war. °

Clothing should be modest in fab- 
ric, fit and style, and appropriate for 
the occasion. Skirts and shorts should 
be knee length or lower. Clothing 
which is sleeveless, strapless, or re- 
vealing is not acceptable. Shoes 
should be worn in public campus ar- 
eas. 

A clean and well-cared for appear- 
ance should be maintained. Hair 
styles should be clean and neat, avoid- 
ing extreme styles. Men’s hair should 
be trimmed above the collar, leaving 
the ear uncovered. If worn, mus- 
taches should be neatly trimmed. 
Earrings for men are unacceptable, 
and beards are not acceptable, except 
for certified medical reasons. 


One major change to the dress and 
grooming standards is that socks no 
longer have to be worn by men and 
that knee length shorts can be worn 
on campus, Snow said. 

He also said the Honor Code and 
the Dress and Grooming Standards 
are now separate entities. 

The main principles of the new 
honor code and dress and grooming 
standards are modesty, cleanliness 
and direction from the Board of 
Trustees, Snow said. “That which

“We really have had good direction 
from all elements of the university 
community, including the students, 
faculty, staff and trustees,” Snow 
said.

by, the new Honor Code and Dress and Grooming Standards will give us 
general guidelines to follow. As one professor put it, “This is a great leap 
forward in moral behavior. The codes are based on principles and not on 


rules.” 


Some people might suggest it is about time the administration started 
trusting us by allowing us to act like adults. We suggest this is the 
opportunity students have to show we truly are adults. 

If men decide they don’t want to wear socks, or they would like to dona 
pair of knee-length shorts, the opportunities are there. What we as stu- 
dents need to do is show that we will abide by the new Honor Code and 
Dress and Grooming Standards and show some responsibility. Chances 
are most students will not drastically alter the way they dress overnight. 
However, the possibility exists that some will begin to press toward the 
fringes of the codes to see how far they can go. If we push too hard, we run 
the risk of requiring greater clarification on each point which will put us 
back where we were when the Honor Code had matter-of-fact rules. 

While admittedly the changes are not drastic, they represent what may 
be a new day dawning at BYU.

While the BYU wrestling team 
struggled to a disappointing 1-9 dual 


meet record this season, one wrestler 


hopes to make up for that with a 
strong performance at the NCAA na- 
tional championships in Iowa City, 
Iowa, Thursday through Saturday. 


Rick Evans, BY U’s 190-pounder, is

Evans faces an even tougher oppo- 
nent in practice, however. Schultzisa 
three-time NCAA champion and an 
Olympic gold medalist. “How would 
you feel having an Olympic champion 
to work out with?” Albright said. 
“Rick knows that there is no one in 
the country that’s tougher than Mark, 
so that’s got to help.” Schultz has 
been coaching at BYU for six weeks. 

“T give him a gauge to see where he 
stands,” Schultz said. “Coaching 
wrestling is different because you 
can’t really call plays or anything. 
You just kind of send him out and tell 
him to ‘go get ’em.’” 

Schultz said Evans falls in the mid- 
dle of the pack at the tournament. 
“He’s got a shot,” he said. “There’s no 
one who stands head and shoulders 
above the rest at 190. Whoever has 
the breaks, stays healthy and gets 
lucky is going to win it.” 

“Rick would probably like to do 
something nationally for himself be- 
cause he’s always being known as Ty 
Detmer’s roommate,” Albright said. 
“This gives him a chance to prove 
what he can do.” 

Evans said he has been wrestling 
since he was five years old and at- 
tributes his success to talent and a 
good mental attitude. “TI like the feel- 
ing of accomplishment,” he said. “I 
like the physical, being in shape part 
too. If I win a match or tournament I 
feel good, but there are a lot of days 
when I don't even want to come to 
practice.” Evans said his strength is 
in wrestling on his feet, picking up 
takedown points. “Rick is very quick 
for his size,” Albright said. “He’s also 
strong, probably stronger than he 
looks, and has a great sense of bal- 
ance, ‘which are good ingredients for a 
wrestler,” 

Albright said Evans’ competitive 
nature is also a contributor to his suc- 
cess.

Aside from a mid-season bout with 
the flu, Evans has remained healthy 
all year and has used the two-week 
break between the WAC tournament 
and the NCAA championships to 
work on some of the finer details of his 
game.

Ad hoc committee state 


Editor's note: This is the document that was recently pre- 
sented to the Board of Trustees by BYU’s Ad Hoc Honor Code 
Review Committee. 

Nearly everyone feels strongly about the Brigham Young 
University Honor Code and Dress and Grooming Standards. It 
is our observation that the very large majority among our 
campus community accept and fully respect both documents. 
The need for an Honor Code is widely understood, and the 
substance of the present document is widely accepted. There 
are, however, a number of suggestions about how it might be 
made more brief, with its emphasis shifting away from specific 
rules toward the principles on which they are based, and there 
are several useful suggestions about how it might be made more 
salient in the lives of all the people on the campus. 

Even stronger feelings are held across the campus about the 
Dress and Grooming Standards. While there is a clear senti- 
ment favoring some change, many persons who expressed their 
feelings to the committee at the open forum and through letters 
did so in favor of maintaining the status quo, with little or no 
change. More than half of the open forum comments, and about 
half of the letters expressed specific concerns about such issues 
as beards, hair length, shorts, and socks for men. Those for 
whom the present Dress Code standards pose problems in re- 
gard to these items constitute a minority on our campus, but 
among that group the compliance requirements generate sub- 
stantial frustration. 

Overriding all of these concerns, we genuinely believe, is the 
desire on our campus to follow principles advocated by our 
leaders. The degree of commitment to BYU as an institution is 
very strong. We sensed some frustration on the campus, but no 
rebellion. We were made aware of genuine desires to have 
broader opportunities for personal expression in dress and 
grooming, but only if such expression could take place in a 
context where commitment to Church principles and leaders

3. To promote individual integrity as outlined in the Honor 
Code and the 13th Article of Faith, which should permeate 
instruction in all academic disciplines. 

4. To support a standard which will contribute to accurate 
perceptions by visitors to campus of BY U’s unique mission, and 
the uniqueness of its campus community, so that a posi 
impression can be conveyed in clear terms to the hu 
thousands of visitors to our campus. 

5. To recognize a difference between a “rule-based” and a 
“principle-based” approach to the Honor ‘Code and to the Dress 
and Grooming Standards. Our committee preferen toward 
the principle-based model, but we recognize that must be

Sales of stories and books by Elder 
Paul H. Dunn have been affected by 
the announcement he falsified some of 
his stories, local retailers said. 

“Sales of the Dunn products have 
declined,” said Keith Hunter, mar- 
keting director for Deseret Book. 

Hunter did not have any specific 
figures but said sales had fallen since 
a Feb. 16 article in the Arizona Re- 
public questioned the authenticity of 
some of Elder Dunn’s stories. 

Deseret Book carries what its cus- 
tomers want to buy, Hunter said, and 
it will discontinue carrying Elder 
Dunn’s books if sales do not increase, 
he said. 

“T haven't sold any myself, person- 
ally,” said a saleswoman at Deseret 
Book in Fashion Place Mall in Mur- 
ray. 

“Everything is quiet,” she said. 

Robby Nichols, marketing director 
for Covenant Recording Inc., said 
Covenant has carried Elder Dunn’s 
audio tapes for approximately 12 
years. 

Although he did not have sales 
records for the period since Feb. 16, 
Nichols said overall sales were up. 
Elder Dunn’s “War Experiences” 
tape has sold 56 percent more copies 
than it did this same time last year, 
but his “Sgt. Izzo” tape has declined 1 
percent, Nichols said. 

Elder Dunn’s new release, “Truth 
or Speculation,” is selling “extremely 
well,” Nichols said. The tape is now 
fifth on their best seller list. 

According to The Salt Lake Tri- 
bune, Greg Kofford, president of 


| Seagull Book and Tape, said the in-

BYU students in educational psy- 
chology classes are helping disabled 
children build self-confidence and 
self-esteem through the arts in a pro- 
gram at the Utah Academy of the 
Performing Arts in Provo. 

This is the first semester of the pro- 
gram, which involves three students 
from Educational Psychology 490 and 
35 students from Educational Psy- 
chology 101R. The students are work- 
ing with disabled children in drama, 
dance, voice and tactile art classes at 
the academy, said Valerie Kelson, di- 
rector of the academy. 

Children from all over Utah Valley 
with different types of disabilities 
such as deafness, Down’s syndrome 
and learning disabilities participate in 


Orem infant 
hospitalized 
after mishap 
in bathtub

A 9-month-old Orem boy is in criti- 
cal condition at Primary Children’s 
Medical Center in Salt Lake City af- 
ter nearly drowning Monday evening 
when his mother left him unsuper- 
vised in the bathtub. 

The mother, Jeanne Hammond, 
put her son Garrick in the bathtub 
shortly before 7:30 p.m., said Detec- 
tive Gerald Nielsen of the Orem De- 
partment of Public Safety. A 22- 
month-old child was also in the tub. 

She left the room for about 10 min- 
ites and came back to find Garrick 
submersed. 

He was unconscious and was not 
breathing when he was pulled from 
the bathtub, Nielsen said. 

Paramedics performed CPR on the 
boy and took him to Utah Valley Re- 


gional Medical Center. From there he \ ae 


was transferred to Primary Chil- 
dren’s Medical Center, Nielsen said. 

Dr. Bob Bolte, pediatric emer- 
gency physician at Primary Chil- 
dren’s, said bathtub drownings are all 
too common, 

“(They) are one of the most com- 
mon forms of drowning in children 
under 3 years of age,” Bolte said, 

One of the things parents need to 
remember, Bolte said, is that “the 
child is still at risk even if he can sit up 
OK.” 

Being submersed for five minutes 
usually causes brain damage, he said. 

Fifteen minutes under water usually 
causes death, 

“A child can drown in as little as an 
inch of water,” said Tom Draper, as- 
sociate professor of family sciences in 
BYU’s Karly Childhood Laboratory. 

While it is common sense never to 
leave a child alone in a bathtub, and 
virtually all mothers have heard that 
advice, in practice things come up and 
parents do things they know they 
shouldn’t. 

Draper said there are a lot of things 
parents should do to protect their 
children, and they don’t always do 
them. For instance, parents ought to 
remove everything from their home 
that a child could possibly get a hold of 
and choke on. Parents should also al- 
ways watch their children while 
they’re playing outside. But some- 
times things like that are impractical, 
if not impossible, Draper said. 

No one is capable of being perpetu- 
ally vigilant of his or her child, he 
said. “It’s worse than being an air 
traffie controller.” 

According to a National Safety 
Council publication “Accident Facts,” 
drowning accounted for 144 deaths of 
children under 1 year old in the 
United States during 1987. 
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the program, Kelson said. About 67 
children are enrolled, and the number 
is continually increasing, 

“We would like to help as many chi 
dren as possible,” said Betty Har- 
rison, a director of the “therapy 
through the arts” class and also a 
member of the Educational Psychol- 
ogy department. 

Classes are taught on Mondays for 
deaf children, from 2:30 to 4:30 p.m., 
and on Tuesdays for mentally handi- 
capped students from 4 to 5 p.m. 

In the dance classes the children 
work on hops, skips, slides and other 
creative movements, Robinson said. 
The children also work on social skills 
and appropriate behaviors such as 
taking turns and keeping quiet when 
necessary. 

Checklists are kept for the children 
to monitor their progress and to show

need to work on, said Gayla Claybok, 
a junior majoring in special education 
from Springville, who is in the 490 
class. 

From the checklist, goals are set 
for each child, which they work on in 
class, Claybok said.
